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DEVELOPMENT 


3. DEVELOPMENT 

a Historical Background 

The Town of Dundas was founded in 1793 when Lieutenant Governor 
Simcoe proclaimed that "sixty acres be set aside for use as a "Town 
Plot" because the area was strategically important from both a 
military and a transportation point of view. The Village of Cootes 
Paradise, as it was then called, was located at the most westerly 
navigable limit of Lake Ontario and was the most convenient route west 
at the time when the canoe provided the most popular and efficient 
mode of travel. 

In 1810, the residents petitioned the government to create a new 
district and that the "Town Plot" reserve be appropriated for the 
county town, But before the decision could be mde, war broke out in 
1812 and no action came until 1816, when the legislators created the 
new district of Gore. Unfortunately for Jundas, they chose the new 


village of Hamilton as the county town. 
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In the 1830's, Jundas was the most important town west of 
Toronto, eeette Niagara, St.Catharines and Hamilton. 

In 1837, the Desjardins Canal was built to take greater 
advantage of the Dundas route. The growth generated by the canal 
led to the Incorporating Act of the Town of Dundas, which was given 
the Hoyal Assent on July 28, 1847. The importance of the Jesjardins 
Canal began to diminish when the Great iJestern railway was constructed. 
Also, the Grand River became navigable from Brantford to Dunnville. 
Finally, the Burlington Beach Canal was enlarged so boats could 
enter the deeper Hamilton Harbour and Burlington Bay. 

These factors contributed considerably to a '"slow-down" in the 
growth of the Town of Dundas am to the 'mushrooming' of the City 
of Hamilton, In 100 years (from 1851 to 1958) the population of the 
Town of Dundas barely tripled (3,517 - 10,705). 

The Town's large-scale heavy industrial growth occurred in the 
early 1900's, Dundas! architecture and unified townscape can be 
traced to this age of industrial prosperity. 

From 1847 to 1953, Dundas did not experience a boundary change. 
In 1954, the first annexation of 74 acres was made 
(45 from est Flamborough and 29 from Ancaster). 

In 1974, the year of Regional Government, Dundas expanded by 
3,621 acres again obtained from the same two Townships.

Figure 3 illustrates the population growth over a ten year 
period (1964 - 1974). 1964-65 shows the highest percentage 
increase of the ten years, 5.3%. 


The yearly increase between 1970-74 shows a 1.5% yearly growth rate.

The 1974 Age Pyramid shows an even balance between 
male and female population except for the 70+ age group. 

A high percentage of the population is in the 
10 = 19 year range. From 20 upwards there is a steady 
decline until the 70+ category. This signified that the 


Town has a relatively young population.

Present Projects 

A recent addition has been completed at Central Park Hlementary 
School, This school now has a library resource centre, a general 
purpose room (gym and auditorium combined). 

The Board presently owns a site, (approx. 7 acres) beside Highland 
Secondary, for a future elementary school. No plans have been drawn 
up at present but an agreement has been made with Dundas Parks Board 
to grade the site, plant and sod the area. Conditions warranting 
development of the site are eight portables (maximum) being required 


at Central Park Hlementary School.

e. Hamilton xegion Conservation Authority 


The Town of Dundas comes under the jurisdiction of the 
Conservation Authority which evolved from the former Spencer Creek 
Conservation Authority in 1966. 
i. Water Management 
During 1974 some minor flooding occurred downstream from the 
confluence of the Spencer and Sydenham Creeks in Dundas, caused 
by the accumulation of debris in the Spencer Creek channel, The 
Town of Dundas has instituted a regular clean-up of the channel 
to ensure that this problem does not recur, Christie reservoir, 
through its flood control dam, helps minimize the flooding effect 
of spring thaws in Dundas. 
The Authority received the final report on "Flood Control itecom- 
mendations and Floodline Mapping for Sydenham Creek" in the Town 
of Dundas prepared by Proctor and Redfern Limited, Consulting 
Engineers. The Authority also received a report from Fenco, "Lower 
Spencer Creek Floodline Mapping in Dundas." This report recommends 
that floodplains be designated as "hazard lands" in the Town's 
Official Plan. 
A floodline mapping programme on the Ann Street Creek i/atershed 
and Associates 


in Dundas has been recently completed by Wm. L. Sears 


Limited. 
The Spencer Creek channel between Market and McMurray Streets 


was improved in 1974 by excavating constricted areas, erosion control 


on the "Hogs Back" slope and installing a gabion-concrete lining, 
which increased the creek capacity to approximately 3,500 cubic feet 
per second. 


An improved Flood Warning system will be completed in 1975.

A draft concept plan for the Dundas Valley Conservation Area was 
completed during the summer of 1974, and is under review by the Advisory 
Board, The Authority foresees the"Dundas Valley" as a major regional 
passive-use conservation area,

During 1974 the HRCA purchased 362 acres. Most of this was in the 
Dundas Valley (262.2 acres) raising the Authority's holdings in the 
Dundas Valley Conservation area to 1,311.1 acres. (34.9 acres off 
Governor's Hoad). 
The draft concept plan for the Dundas Valley Conservation Area covers 
3,000 acres in area, and aims at conservation, restoration, preservation 
and maintenance of the natural resources in the Dundas Valley. It 
recommends that the area cater to passive low intensity recreational 


uses and includes 5 activity centres for public access to the Valley.

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TRANSPORTATION 

a. ittailways 
On the regional scale the Toronto, Hamilton and Buffalo HKailway 
serves as a bridgehead between jelland and Waterford, connecting 
American Rail ines with Hamilton. Two TH & B lines run through 
the Uundas Valley. The line south of Governor's Koad connects 
Hamilton with Brantford and waterford. The other line runs up 
Hatt Street to the Canada Crushed Stone storage area west of 
Sydenham xoad, Both lines are single track, 90 to 100 feet right 
of way with frequency of use averaging one train per day. The 
Hatt Street spur line which runs up the middle of the road, does 
so on a 99 year lease from the Town. 
The Canadian Pacific has a single track line in a 100 foot right-of-way 
crossing the extreme Eastern corner of Dundas which connects Guelph 
and Hamilton via Waterdown. 
The Canadian National iailways' Dundas line is located to the north 
of Cootes Paradise following the north boundary of the Town. It is 
a two-track line on a 100 foot right-of-way , connecting Hamilton 
with Brantford. This line carries heavy freight with an average of 
126 freight trains per week of about 90 cars each. Canadian National 
also runs five passenger trains daily between Toronto and Sarnia 
which stop at the C.N. Station in Dundas. Three of the trains 
originate in Toronto and two in Sarnia. A bus connection is provided 
between the Dundas and Hamilton stations. Average number of 
passengers per day using the Dunaas station is: arrival - 25%

The other line is a local mini bus service running in a north and south 
direction following the Old Ancaster road, York Road axis. very 
second trip involves looping half-way and not covering the north section 
of the route.

PIPED SERVICES 


a. oewage 

i. Development History 
The original sewage system was constructed around 1919. In 1922 
a "trickling filter plant" designed to handle a population of 
5,000 residents, was built. In 1962 an activated sludge type 
plant to handle a population of 12,500 and up to 30,000 with 
modifications was built. Its effluent capacity was lt million 
gallons a day. In 1969 the sewage disposal plant was expanded 
to service a maximum of 20,000 persons. 

ii. Present Situation (refer to Map 6 for serviced areas) 
The treatment plant is located on King Street in Dundas. The 
existing plant capacity is 2.0 MGD which serves a population of 
about 18,000 all within the boundaries of the Town of Dundas, The 
flow through the plant is at capacity and an expansion of the plant 
to double its capacity is in the design stage. 
The expansion will increase its capacity to service approximtely 
LO ,000 persons. 
Effluent from the sewage treatment plant is presently discharged 


into the Desjardins Canal.

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i. Development History 


From the first settlers up to the early 1900's the residents 

drew their water from Spencer Creek. The first major water works 
development related to this supply was built in 1888. Later, due 
to pollutants and increasing population, the supply was shifted to 
Fischer's dam (now site of Dundas High School) and a main reservoir 
which received its water from Greensville dam. In 1924 a water 
shortage forced the lower end of the Town to be connected with the 
City of Hamilton's supply by an emergency 6" main. In 1936 a severe 
drought resulted in the Town building a 12" main from its linits 
along the Hamilton Dundas road to South Street to connect to the 
existing 6" main. In 1958 the system was revamped by building a one 
million gallon reservoir on yWoodleys Lane (west from King Street 
bordering the Dundas Golf and Country Club) and constructing a 

16" water main running from Hamilton into Dundas.

The City of Hamilton's woodward Avenue water treatment and distri- 
bution system serves most of the Town of Dundas. Dundas operates 
on two distribution systems.

c. Hydro 


i. Development History 


Residents first received electric power in 1898 from Jundas Hlectric 
Light Company of Hamilton through a small generating station at 
Jebster's Falls. This company was absorbed by the Cataract Power 
Company of Hamilton in 1901 which in turn was acquired by Ontario 
Hydro in 1930. In 1916 the Dundas Water, Light, and Power Commission 
was established which became the Dundas Public Utilities Commission 
in 1925. 

ii. Present Situation 
The Dundas Public Utilities Commission is responsible for vundas 
and Ancaster hydro with Waterdown serviced on a contract basis. 
3ince 1955 the Commission now owns and operates 7 substations and 
another 2 are privately owned but still maintained by the PUC. The 
load has increased from 2300 kilowatts to 20,000 kilowatts. 
Pyrchases are made only for substation sites.

the upkeep of these roads, They are referred to as Provincial Highway 


Connecting Links.

Sanitary system - It consists of a network of drains and sewers 
to collect liquid or solid wastes for subsequent treatment. It 
primarily follows the road network, Sewage is collected by a gravity 
flow system in contrast to the pressurized water distribution. Sewers 
are usually laid out to flow downhill so lines concentrate the flow 
into valleys. Along flat areas or up inclines pumping stations and a 
force main are utilized which carries the pressurized sewage along the 
flat area or up the incline. A Cast Iron Inverted Siphon, is a U-shaped 
section of sewer line which carries the sewage under an obstruction,

different collection and distribution types. Dundas uses all 
three types. 

1. Gravity system - this is when the water source is at 
a higher elevation so adequate pressure is available. 

2. xeservoir system - water is pumped to an open reservoir 
or high elevated tank whose elevation enables the water to flow 
by gravity through the main. 

3. Direct pressure system - this is when water is pumped 
directly into the main. In Dundas there are four booster pumphouses 
to accomplish the transportation of water through the system. The 
Town has two pressure districts which are necessary because of 
higher elevations. One area in the northeast has not yet been 


developed, while the other has the necessary booster pumps.
